The governing body of the organi-
zation will be a hoard of directors,
one director to be chosen from each
of the various lr)cal associations. Of
the dues 2 5 percent will go to the
support of the state organization. Five
standing committees were also pro-
vided for as follows: Finance, New
Heads, Maintenance. Road Marking,
Laws and Ordinances.

Name ChangtM.
That the name of the Indiana divi-

sion of the Transcontinental Highway
association be changed to the North-
ern Indiana Lincoln Highway associa-
tion, was the report presented by the
committee which met at the Chamber
of Commerce Tuesday night. The
former organization was completely
dissolved and was absorbed in the for-
mation of the new society. The fur-
thering of the Lincoln Highway plans
is not the only object of interest to
this new organization, as it intends
to make it a part of their work to
arouse the public interest toward a
better road system in this part of the
state.

This new organization includes ten
towns and cities of the northern part
of the state. These are Ligonler,
Ctoshen. Elkhart, Mishawaka, South
liend. New Carlisle. Rolling Prairie.
Laporte, Valparaiso and Hobart.
Committeemen from these towns
have told of the interest to be found
in each place and promise that con-
sidering the Lincoln highway as a na-

tional memorial, the aid from these
places will be greatly beneficial.

Although the plans for the new
Hocicty were adopted at once no otli-
cers have as yet been elected. This
will be the primary purpose of the
next meeting.
